Another and perhaps the most ser¬ 
ious crisis in the history of the Uni¬ 
versity of North Dakota — Etlendale 
Branch occurred early Friday morn¬ 
ing. Jan. y. when an infernal blaze 
which illuminated the sky for miles, 
gutted two main buildings on the 
campus of the 70-year-old institution. 

Destroyed in the hellish fire were 
Carnegie hall and the Hume Ec 
bu tiding which was Iota ted immed¬ 
iately south uf Carnegie and was con¬ 
ned ed Tn it by a walk-way. 

College officials retried Tuesday 
that nca official figures on the total 
ilanuii'eri sustained were available. 
In addition to the !w-n buildings de¬ 
stroyed there was smoke damage, 
roof da mane and glass breakage to 
nearby buildings. Lt Ls estimated 
claims fur lltfe£ Will amount to sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars mure. It will 
be bier in the week before a prelim¬ 
inary monetary estimate of the loss 
can he determined. 

The two buildings and contents 
were insured for $461,205 According 
to Vic Steinwand. business manager, 
this was increased approximately 10 
percent a short time ago. 

The buildings were insured for 
$271,210 while contents of the build¬ 
ings were insured for $189,986. These 
two figures total S4fil.205 The build¬ 
ings were insured on a value less de¬ 
preciation basis. The in? u ranee was 
carried by the State Fire and Tor¬ 
nado Fund. 

The Attorney General's office has 
given an informal opinion that the in¬ 
surance money may he spent by the 
Board, of Higher Education without 
receiving- legislative approval as 
long as Ihe mopey is spent on the 
buildings substantially serving the 
same purpose. 

At. this time the status of re-build- 
ing is not known, AIJ funds for build¬ 
ing purposes for state institutions are 
appropriated by the state Legislature 
which does not meet this year. In 
the meantime college officials have 
gone about the task of "making do 
with what wc have/' as classes and 
administrative duties resumed Mon¬ 
day, 

The Higher Board of Education 
meets in Valley City on Jan. 22 and 
23 and is expected to consider the 
situation of UND-EB. The board will 
determine the future of the school* 
But, it is reported this will not be 
a "snap decision.”

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Fire Destroys Two Buildings 

UM)“ElIendale. Classes 
Will Be Resumed Monday

. ELLENDALE, N. D. - Less 
than six hours affer fire early 
Friday morning destroyed the 
two oldest classroom-office 
buildings at the University of 
North Dakota-Ellendale Branch, 
it was announced that classes 
will be resumed in other space 
Monday. 

By Friday afternoon, several 
state officials surveyed the 
burned out shells of the home 
economics building and the 
music building known as Carne- 
[gie Hall and expressed op¬ 
timism that new structures will 
rise from the debris. 

A group of community leaders 
met Friday night at a downtown 
cafb and gave Dean of the 
College Merton Andresen and 
other administrators assurance 
of their support for the college. 

Support also came from Dr. 
Laurel Loftsgard, president of 
North Dakota State University 
in Fargo. He offered the college 
whatever equipment or other 
help it might need, Andresen 
said. 

"This was a most kind and 
generous offer from a great 
man," Andresen said. 

This brought memories to 
many of the threat in the early 
1960s that the entire campus 
would be closed down. 


Among the officials visiting 
Friday, Gov. William L. Guy 
said he "would guess that the 
Legislature would replace the 
two buildings." 

It was the 19G3 Legislature 
that saved the small college — 
it had 195 full time students 
then — from closure after the 
state Board of Higher Educa¬ 
tion, acting on recommen¬ 
dations of two independent 
groups, also had recommended 
discontinuance as an institution 
of higher education. 

The per student cost of 
education at the Dickey County 
institution was the main reason 
for considering its end as a 
state college. It then was known 
as Ellendale State Teachers 
College. 

With this legislative breath of 
life, Ellendale STC continued as 
a four-year institution into 1965, 
when the Board of Higher 
Education decided to phase it 
into a two-year branch of UND 
at Grand Forks. 

The present college year is 
the first under the two-year 
plan. 

Andresen said he felt the 
visit Friday afternoon by the 
state officials was "their way 
of showing moral support , for 
us and to personally survey 
the damage." 

Besides Gov. Guy, other state I
